And 
yet there are very few, if any Nations or Countries, 
where the Poor are more negledted, or are in a 
more ſcandalous naſty Condition than in Enelard. 
Whether this is owing to that natural and inbred Cru- 
clty for which the Engliſh are ſo much noted among 
Foreigners, or to that Medley of Religions which are 
ſo plentifully ſown, and ſo carefully cheriſh'd among 
us; who throwing of the common Ties of Humanity, 


Chriſtianity and of Engliſhmen, think it enongh to 


take Care of themſelves, and take a ſecrer Pride and 
Pleaſure in the Poverty and Diſtreſſes of thoſe of ano- 
ther Perſuaſion ; I ſhall not take upon me to deter- 


mine ; but cannot forbear ſaying, that the Church of 


England hag ſet a glorious Pattern and Example, in ſet- 
ting up and eſtabliſhing the Charity-Schools, which 
have ſaved both the Souls and Bodies of many Thou- 
ſands, from that eternal and temporal Deſtruction, to 


which the Pride and Malice of ſome of our Sedtaries 


had otherwiſe predeſtinated them ; and thereby, as 


Sublime, a Great and a Godlike Mind,

King Charles II. ſaid of the Dutch. Charity in 1672, has 


engaged God Almighty to protect her and preſerve her 


againſt all the wicked Deſigns of her Enemies, ſo 
that the Gates of Hell ſhall never prevail againſt her, 
Bur thongh this Nation languiſhes in nothing more 


than in the Increaſe and Miſeries of our Poor, in the 


Naſtineſs and Badneſs of our Highways, and the Want 
of a due Court and Laws to puniſh the corrupt Mem- 
bers in the Adminiſtration; yet has there never yet 
been found any Method to prevent or effectually to 
remedy any of thoſe Evils. 1 

Before the Reformation, *tis true, there was no 


Occaſion for any Law on the Account of the Poor, be- 


cauſe ſuch was the Devotion of our Anceſtors, that 


there ſeemed to be a pious Contention among them 


who ſhould firſt wing their Offering to the Church ; 
and the Biſhop, to whom the Charge of Souls was com- 
mitted, was, for that Reaſon, thought the fitteſt Per- 


ſon to be intruſted with thoſe Obligations. 


By theſe and other ſuperabundant Offerings at Al- 


tars, Sepulchres and Shrines of Martyrs, the Church 
became ſo rich, that ſeveral Monaſterics, Priagies, 


Religious Houſes and Hoſpitals, were by this Means 


founded and ee endowed, where the Poor 


and Neeeſſities produced the Statute of 43 of Queen 
Elizabeth c. 2. being the firſt Law made for Relief of 

the Poor; and which being found ineffectual, has 
ſince, from Time to Time, ſer divers great and good 


were ſufficiently relieved, *till thoſe Houſes were 
diffolved, out of whoſe Ruins ſprung up in a few 
Years a numerous Encreaſe of Poor, whoſe Miſeries 


Men, whoſe Ears and Breaſts the Cries of the Poor 


have pierc'd, to think on and-fnd out ſome further 
Methods for their Relief. 


My Lord Hale, whoſe Remembrance is dear to all 


the Juſt and Upright, and whoſe Memory will be ve- 


nerable and bleſt to the lateſt Poſterity, has taken the 
Pains to write a little Treatiſe on pdrpoſe on this Sub- 
je& ; and Sir Foſiah Child has, in his Treatiſe of Trade, 


_ propoſed Methods for Relief of the Poor; and both

of them agree in this, that the beſt Way to relieve 


the Poor, is to put that whole Affair under the ſole 


Care and Management of an incorporar® Body of 


Gentlemen and others, who would make it their Buſi- 
neſs duly and truly to mind and ſuperintend the fame. 
In order to this, I have ſeen a Scheme, whereby it. is 
propoſed, that his Majeſty ſhould, purſuant to an Act 
of Parliament in that Behalf to be made, iſſue *

the Great Seat his Letters Patent in each County | 
of this Kingdom, thereby incorporating ſeveral Gen- 
tlemen and others, who ſhould have under their ſole 
Inſpe&ion and Management, not only the Relieving all The beſt Me.

Highways in every County: And by this Scheme it 
does plainly appear, that in a few Years there would
